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(5) Whether the requestor has a commercial interest that would be furthered by the 
requested disclosure; and 

(6) Whether the magnitude of any identified commercial interest to the requestor is 
sufficiently large in comparison with the public interest in disclosure, that disclosure is 
primarily in the commercial interest of the requestor. 

As a requestor, you bear the burden under the FOIA of showing that the fee waiver requirements 
have been met. 

Please provide the requested documentation within 30 days from the date of this letter, or we will 
assume you are no longer interested in making a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, 
and the case will be administratively closed.
